We have tried to be selective and concentrate 
upon quality instead of quantity. We have fifteen houses under 70,000 
square feet of glass, in which we grow orchids of almost every type you 
may desire. In addition to welcoming your inquiries and your business, 
you will be welcomed at any time as a visitor to our range. 


ABOUT ORDERS --- 


ORDERS - Orders are filled immediately as they are received and in the 
sequence of their arrival, weather conditions permitting. It is not nec- 
essary to send payments with your order, although you may do so if you 
wish. All prices shown are F.O.B. Chattanooga. 


SUBSTITUTIONS - No substitutions of a different cross will be made un- 
less authorized by you. We would like our customers to give us a second 
choice to be sent in the event that we are sold out of their first choice. 
Substitutions of a smaller size plant will be made unless otherwise dir- 
ected. 


BACK ORDERS - In the event we are permanently sold out of a cross when 
your order is received, you will be advised. If 4 second choice has been 
specified it will be shipped. If we are temporarily sold out of a cross 
you will be notified, your order will be back ordered and the plants ship- 
ped when ready. 


SHIPMENTS - We are prepared to ship in fibre pots or burlap wrapping 
at no extra charge. However, plants will be shipped in clay pots to the 
U.S. and in fibre to foreign countries unless otherwise requested. U.S. 
shipments will be made by Railway Express and foreign shipments by Air 
Mailor Air Express unless otherwise requested. We guarantee safe arri- 
val of the plants but this guarantee is contingent upon the customer's ob- 
taining claim inspection reports from the transporting carrier in the e- 
vent a shipment is damaged. 


PAYMENT - Invoices are enclosed with U. S. shipments and payment 
should be made upon receipt of plants. Foreign shipments must be pre- 
paid and invoices are mailed after transportation charges are added. 


NON-WARRANTY - We give no warranty, either expressed or implied, 
as to the expectancy and productiveness of any of the plants we sell and 
will not be responsible for the crop. Our liability is limited to the pur- 
chase price of the plants. 


Seedlings 


COMMUNITY POTS AND TRANSPLANTED FLASKS 


Seedlings purchased in community pots and transplanted flasks require 
more careful handling than we would recommend to the inexperienced 
grower. Advanced amateurs and commercial growers will find very se- 
lect seedlings in our offerings this year, which may be purchased in this 
small size. 


Community Pots 


Community pots are planted in colonies of ten to twelve plants per pot, 
and the price shown is for the entire pot. We cannot accept orders for 
less than ten plants of one cross. The plants are from two to two and 
one-half years old, and should attain flowering size in about five years. 


Transplanted Flasks 
Seedlings in transplanted flasks are youngerin age than seedlings in com- 
munity pots. These flasks contain thirty to thirty-five plants each and are 
sold as a unit just like community pots. All the seedlings on this current 


offering were planted last June and July and transplanted in January; and 
should flower in five to six years.

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CATTLEYAS 


Cattleyas are the variety most people think of when orchids are mentioned. 
They are the ones most frequently worn in corsages, and undoubtedly are 
queen of orchids from the viewpoint of importance and usage. Originally 
they were discovered in the New World only in Central America, the Co- 
lombia-Venezuela area, and the southern seacoast of Brazil. In their nat- 
ural habitats they generally grow on trees, and need more sunlight than 
other orchids. 


Cattleyas are not difficult to grow, and are the only orchid family which 
blooms the year round. The plants stand 18 to 20 inches high when in 
bloom, and the foliage remains green throughout the year. Cattleya seed- 
lings have interesting foliage during the years before blooms appear, and 
are the least expensive way of building up your collection.

Cymbidiums 


Cymbidiums are smaller and have a wider variety ofcolors than cattleyas. 
Their native land is India, where they were discovered in the heights of 
the Himalayas. Their roots are always deeply buried in the ground or in 
masses of decaying vegetation, and they have long, straplike foliage sev- 
eral feet high. Every color and combination except blue is found in this 
family, whose flowers measure four to six inches. 


Cymbidiums should be grown ina greenhouse or case, although they are 
extensively grown out-of-doors in parts of California. Ideal growing tem- 
peratures seem to be a minimum of 50 degrees during the winter and as 
cool as they can be kept during the summer. 


The name Cymbidium means ''boat'', from a fancied resemblance between 
the shape of their lips and the keels of old sailing vessels. About thirty 
species have been identified, only ten of which are widely used.
